LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


We were unprepared for the mountain of 
mail we received concerning the O.J./Nicole 
comic (see last issue). You can imagine the 
range of stuff we got (well, perhaps you 
can't, actually). Here’s a smattering of some 
of the loss hysterical comments. 


First Amendment, 

Every day, there seems to be more 
evidence coming in against O.J. However, I have 
a problem believing he’s guilty, as so many of his 
colleagues in sports and show biz (Al Michaels, 
Leslie Nielson), have nothing but positive things to 
say about him. How could such a respected and 
loved public figure commit such a horrible crime? 


An interesting point. The theory among the 
amateurs here is that O.J. has an extreme case of 
an ailment which occurs in some athletes -- he has 
a blind spot when it comes to women. Following 
his arrest, as reports poured in from various O.J. 
colleagues, all painting the picture of the ultimate 
"nice guy," one thing became painfully clear: none 
of these reports were from women. The history of 
his treatment of Nicole, the 911 tape, his reported 
infidelities during his first marriage -- all these 
point to the kind of guy who sees women more as 
possessions than people. IF O.J. is guilty, (and 
we'll face up to that one in a bit), it may be that 
the roots of this crime go all the way back to high 
school, when O.J. became the football hero who 
had his pick among his female classmates. With 
this in mind, the testimony of O.J. 's ex-wife 
Marguerite should make for interesting viewing. 


Guys, 

Read your last comic with interest. It 
strikes me that of all the OJ-related publications 
out there, yours can least be called biased, as you 
have at least presented both sides of the story. 
But showing both sides can also be a gutless way 
around having an opinion. So what is the 
consensus among your editors on O.J.’s guilt? 


First off, we must remember that O.J. is 
innocent until proven guilty -- in a court of law. 
Outside of court, however -- well, everyone’s 
entitled to their opinion. Now that the jury is 
sequestered, and anything the press says is moot 
(and we are press members, even if we occupy one 
of the media 's odder corners), we feel a bit freer 
to take sides. While our editors have differing 
opinions, there is definitely a majority that feels 
the weight of the physical evidence is simply too 
much to ignore. The toughest-to-explain points: 


— O.J.’s past pattern of abuse, now 


coming to light thanks to Nicole’s safe-deposit box; 

-- The DNA blood matches, confirming the 
presence of the victims’ blood in O.J. 's car, as 

well as his own blood at the crime scene; 

— The testimony of Kato Kaelin and limo 
driver Allan Park concerning his behavior the 
night of the crime; 

-- His fleeing on Bronco Friday with his 
passport and $10,000 in cash; 

-- His status on the "big three" of a crime 
suspect: O.J had motive (his well-documented 

jealousy), means (he had the physical ability to 
commit these crimes), and opportunity (as 
confirmed by the testimony of Kaelin and Park), 


These are the facts as they stand now, pre-trial; 
what will happen to them at trial is anyone’s 
guess. And never mind cloudier allegations like 
O.J.'s possession of Nicole 's missing keys, the 
blood-stained glove found at his estate, his 
purchase of a knife, etc. We're well-aware that 
most public commentators are extremely wary of 
taking sides on the case, and for the first O.J. 
comic, we stuck to that. But for most of us here, 
true knowledge of the current evidence leads to 
O.J., and nobody else. Even his defenders here 
have their doubts. 

If we're wrong, we're wrong -- it’s just our 
opinion. But let’s face it: if he’s innocent, this 
case ranks as the most elaborate frame-up since 
Eve fed Adam. 

A last point; GUILTY is not our prediction for 
the jury's decision. With all the conflicting 
loyalties which will emerge in-court, particularly 
along race and gender lines, our present prediction 
is: HUNG JURY. We hope we're wrong.

How can you guys justify publishing a 
comic on the horrific O.J. Simpson case? Clearly, 
you don’t care about O.J. receiving a fair trial. 


Oh god, not this one again. Look, as explained 
above, we presented both sides. That's reporting, 
not tampering. And don’t look now, but with big 
book deals for both O.J. and the Brëwn family, the 
principals are once again cashing in (remember 
Joey Buttafuoco’s movie deals? Kerrigan's 
endorsements ?). Frankly, at this stage of Ol,- 
mania, we're pleased we've at least ignored 
theories like "the dog and Marcus Allen did ü“ ar 
"the Republicans did it to win the '96 Presidency.” 
I mean, after all -- we're not Geraldo. |
